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THE NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE 
IN THE ISLE OF WIGHT. 


Now that the National Health Service is in being, it is essential that everyone 
should know how to use it in order to gain the greatest benefit from it without 
overloading the services at the start. 


It is the object of this brochure to furnish you with such information as will 
enable you to gain the maximum good from the new service. 


All the services mentioned in the following paragraphs are free except 
where specially mentioned ; some of them are fully available now but others 
will not be in full running order until later on. 


SERVICES FOR ALL. 


(1) Can I choose my own Doctor ? 


Everyone is entitled to the doctor of his or her choice provided that doctor 
is in the Scheme and is willing to accept the applicant. A parent or guardian 
will choose for a child under sixteen and a person in charge can choose for 
any too ill mentally or physically to choose. 


A list of doctors taking part in the National Health Service will be found in 
these pages but can also be seen at the local Post Office or at the offices of the 
I.W. Executive Council, Holyrood Street, Newport. 


(2) How do I choose my Doctor ? 


If you are not already on a doctor’s list, get an acceptance form (E.C.1.) 
from any post office, library or the offices of the Executive Council, fill it up and 
give it to the doctor you choose. If he will not accept you, choose another or 
ask the Executive Council to put you in touch with one. When you have been 
accepted you will get a medical card from the Executive Council. 


(3) Can I change my Doctor ? 
Yes, at any time by using your medical card, on which will be found full 
instructions. 


(4) Can I get free treatment when away from home ? 


Yes, from any doctor who is taking part in the new medical service. 


(5) How do I obtain hospital treatment when necessary ? 

Necessary hospital treatment will be arranged for you by your own doctor, 
Treatment will be free but if you want a private ward and one is available you 
will have to pay for it. 

(6) How do I get the services of a Specialist ? 


Your own doctor will arrange this. If a specialist is necessary you will be 
seen by him at a hospital, clinic or even in some cases at your home. 
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(7) How do I get medicines, drugs and appliances ? 


Your doctor will give you a prescription for any medicines and certain 
appliances you may need and this prescription can be dispensed by any chemist 
taking part in the scheme. A list of chemists will be found in these pages. 
In some country districts, the doctor himself will dispense the necessary medicine. 
No charge will be made for medicines. 


Your doctor will also prescribe any other appliance necessary and advise 
you where to go to obtain it. 


(8) Can I get nursing help when I am ill ? 


The County Council acting as the Local Health Authority employ nurses 
for home nursing duties. Your doctor will arrange for your local nurse to visit 
you if he considers it necessary. 


(9) How do I get to hospital if I am ordered there ? 


The County Council has an ambulance service which will be available to 
you free of charge if your doctor orders you to hospital by ambulance or car. 
Ambulances will be situated in Newport, Ryde, Shanklin, Ventnor and 
Freshwater. (See later pages for full particulars). 


(10) If my wife is ill, can I get domestic help ? 


Yes, if and when the County Council’s Domestic Help Scheme gets going. 
Apply to the Domestic Help Organiser, County Hall, Newport. -You will be 
expected to pay for this service so far as your means allow. 


(11) Is domestic help available under any other circumstances ? 


Yes, for households where such help is required owing to the presence of 
any person who is ill, lying-in, an expectant mother, mentally defective, aged or 
a child not over compulsory school age. 


(12) How do I obtain dental treatment ? 


When a dental service becomes possible you will be given free dental 
treatment by a dentist taking part in the service. No application form is needed. 
A list of dentists taking part in the Scheme can be seen at the Post Offices or 
Executive Council’s Offices. Until a full dental service is possible, special 
priority for expectant and nursing mothers and young children is being organised 
by the County Council. Particulars of this can be obtained at ante-natal clinics 
and infant welfare centres. 


(13) How can I obtain spectacles ? 


A supplementary eye service will be obtainable from July 5th. If you wish 
to make use of this service then you must get a recommendation from your own 
doctor and take this to any ophthalmic doctor or ophthalmic optician taking part 
in the service and ask to have your sight tested. (A list of these is supplied.) 
If glasses are deemed necessary, these will be provided free but the frames will 
be of a standard type. For specially expensive types of frames or lenses there 
will be a charge made and charges will also be made for replacements or repairs 
caused by carelessness. 


SERVICES FOR EXPECTANT MOTHERS. 
(14) What do I do when I become pregnant ? 


Throughout pregnancy an expectant mother can have, free, the services of 
a doctor who practises midwifery. If your own doctor does not practice mid- 
wifery then he or a midwife will tell you which doctors in your district do practise 
midwifery. If in any doubt apply at the County Council’s nearest ante-natal 
clinic (See list). You will also, without payment, be entitled to the services of 
a midwife when in labour and your doctor will also be present if he considers it 
necessary or is called in by the midwife. A list of District Nurses and Midwives 
will be found at the end of this brochure. 


Expectant mothers can attend the ante-natal clinics set up by the County 
Council. These clinics are staffed by doctors and nurses specially trained in 
mothercraft who will advise the mother about the care of her own health, the 
care of the pregnancy and the preparation for the new baby. Each mother is 
granted a private interview in order that she can discuss her own particular 
problem with the nurse and doctor. There are facilities for teaching mother- 
craft both individually and in groups. 


Clinics are also held, called post-natal clinics, at which mothers can attend 
for advice after the lying-in period is over. 


(15) Are there any other benefits, I, as an expectant or nursing mother 
can obtain. 


Yes, during pregnancy and while you are nursing you will be able to obtain 
(if sufficient dentists become available) free dental treatment including 
extractions, fillings and dentures through the County Council’s clinics. 


(16) Can I have my baby in hospital ? 


If the doctor who attends you during pregnancy considers admission to 
hospital is necessary, then you will be admitted (if a bed is available) without 
charge. 


(17) If I cannot have my baby in hospital, can I get home help ? 
Yes, see paragraphs 10 and 11. 


SERVICES FOR CHILDREN. 


(18) Must I have my child vaccinated ? 


Vaccination against smallpox is no longer compulsory but you are strongly 
advised to have this carried out at an early age. You can have vaccination 
performed either by your own Doctor or at the Infant Welfare Centre (see 
list). Vaccination and re-vaccination at intervals is the only safeguard against 
smallpox and under the new Service you will be able to have your babies and 
other children protected without charge. 


(19) Wheve can I have my children immunised against diphtheria ? 


Either at your own doctor’s surgery or at the County Council’s school or 
welfare clinics. Immunisation has protected thousands of children against 
diphtheria and has made much less dangerous the disease if it is contracted. 
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(20) Where can I get advice about how to feed and bring up my baby ? 
From your own doctor or from the Infant Welfare Centre. 


At the Welfare Centre you can have your baby weighed and kept under 
observation by doctors and health visitors. ‘There you can receive advice as 
to feeding, etc., and can on request obtain vouchers to enable you to purchase 
at cost price any baby food recommended by the Welfare doctor or your own 
doctor. Your own doctor will be kept informed of any special treatment 
recommended at the clinic. 


At the Welfare Centre, too, your young children will, as dentists become 
available, have their teeth inspected by a dentist and arrangements will be 
made for necessary treatment which will be free. 


OTHER SERVICES. 


(21) Ave there any other services available ? 


Yes, Services are being organised by the County Council together with the 
Regional Hospital Board for Mental Health, Mental Deficiency, Tuberculosis 
and Venereal Diseases. For particulars of these apply to the County Medical 
Officer, County Hall, Newport, I.W.

How to call an Ambulance. 


If the case is not urgent, please phone Newport 2323, the main ambulance 
station. 


If the case is urgent, the caller should obey the instructions on the dial of 
the telephone if it is operated on a dialling system and having attracted the 
attention of the Operator should ask for “Ambulance”. If the telephone is 
not on the dialling system, the receiver should be lifted and when the Operator 
answers, ask for ‘““Ambulance’’.
